| but tabulations from the 16 Up- 
lland precincts and the San An- 
| tonio precinct reveal a sizeable 
| majority favoring the Republican 
candidate. 
| Each aspirant received his par- 
ty’s nomination and thus the two 
| men will face each other in the 
| November balloting. Judge Hil- 
| liard polled a sizeable majority of 
| Republican votes over Mr. Shep- 
| pard and Oregon Smith, candi- 
| gates on the G.O.P. ticket. 

Congressman Sheppard polled a 
commanding Jead in the Demo- 
| cratic nomination race over Judge

Freeway and S.A. Dam Will Not Fence

Who Backs TaxHike? 


By Daniel B. Milliken 
Superintendent of Chaffey Schools 


Proposition No. 1 calls for a five-year increase of 15- 
cents in the maximum tax rate for the Chaffey Union High 
School district. The money from this source will be used to 
permit the continuation of school services now provided. 

Proposition No. 2 calls for a high school bond issue of 
$1,000,000. The money from these bonds will provide hous- 
ing said equipment to care for the continual increase in 
student enrollment. 

Both of these propositions are supported by organiza- 
tions and groups the opinions of which demand respect: 

1. The Lay Finance Advisory committee to the Chaf- 
fey Board of Trustees, recommended these two proposi- 
tions. This committee is a cross section of the Chaffey com- 
munity. By it the district is represented as to economic, 
geographic, and educational interests. The committee was 
unanimous in its recommendation to call this election. 

» 2 The Etiwanda Service club urges a “yes” vote on 
both propositions of the election. 

3. The Chaffey Parent-Teacher association has voted 
unanimously for the passage of both propositions. Since 
they are close to the school and more aware of overcrowd- 
ed conditions, as well as to the need to continue“present 
services, their opinions should be respected. 

4. The Fontana Council of Parent-Teacher associa- 
tions have likewise pledged their support to both propesi- 
tions of this election. 

5. The Fontana Chamber of Commerce is promoting 
both propositions. A progressive organization which wants 
an adequate education for high school youth, as well as 
facilities in which to house them. 

6. The San Bernardino County Taxpayers’ association 
has approved of both propositions. 

The above organizations and the people they represent 
have gone on record as favoring both issues. 

You are urged to vote on June 10 and determine (1) if 
present services are to be continued and (2) if additional 
buildings and equipment are to be provided.
